Oar 
History, 


THE FEATURES OT TEE DAY. 


Procession, Oration, Poem, Banquet, 
Regatta. 


Result of the Eoat Races—T ie Spec­ 
tacular at Night—Decorations. 


T h e C a p i t a l C ity D o e s H u n p r t o I t s 
T i t l e . 


The celebration of the national anniver­ 
sary yesterday in the Capital City of Cali­ 
fornia did great honor to the fixate, and 
redounded to the credit of the people of 
Sacramento in the highest degree. It was 
the most elaborate ceremonial ol observ­ 
ance bad in the State, and was, compared 
to prior celebrations in Sacramento, thebcst 
of all, and in all respects, excepting only 
the decorations, which in the centennial 
year were more extensive and striking, 
its chief features were a line process1;,», 
superior literary exercises and out of the 
conventional groove; a banquet by the 
Pioneers, a successful regatta on the river, 
involving boal crews from other cities ; a 
spectacular display at night. The city was 
tilled with strangers, broad hospitality was 
extended. There were no untoward events 
nor noteworthy accidents. Good manage­ 
ment and good order prevailed, and the 
people vied with each other in making it 
indeed a patriotic gala day, and in entering 
heartily and sou!fully into the spirit of the 
hour. No citizen of Sacramento, who es­ 
teems it e.n honor to besudi, who was not 
all day yesterday proud of the city and its 
people, and if tjicre had been entertained 
anv doubt heretofore of the ability and 
willingness of the people to fully and fit­ 
tingly commemorate the passage of the 
I10;h National Anniversary, it was yes­ 
terday wholly and gratifyiugly dispelled. 
The day was ushered in by salutes at sun­ 
rise from a section of Battery B, Captain 
Carroll, and from the Independent Light 
Battery, Captain Fontenau. Battery B also 
fired noon and sunset salutes. 


T H E ?IO R N '!N G P A R A D E . 


The streets were full of peopleat an early 
hour, strangers came in on every train and 
boat, the granger element was well repre­ 
sented, tiie sidewalks were literally crowded 
and the streets were filled with vehicles 
and horsemen hurrying hither and thither 
making preparations for the grand parade. 
Never before were so many strangers ob­ 
served on the streets. Every road leading 
to the city was lined with vehicles : it was 
a perfect outpouring of the people from the 
surrounding country to join in the cele­ 
bration in this city. The Grand Marshal 
and his aids were at work at 8 o'clock hur­ 
rying from oneplace to another, giving or­ 
ders as to tho*Torming of the parade. At 
9:30 A. M. the several divisions were in posi 
tion and the line of march began front Sev­ 
enth and I streets, going down I to H, up 
II to Tenth, to J. to Second, to Tenth, to M 
to Second, and countermarch on M. 
The procession was the largest, the most 
imposing ever witnessed in this city, and 
doubt is expressed by those who witnessed 
it that it has ever had an equal upon (lie 
coast. Such a pageant, with colors flying, 
bands of music, military showing, caval 
cade of horsemen, nUegorical cars, repre­ 
senting the beauty and youth of our fair 
State, representations of our public schools 
civic societies and industrial trades, was 
not only a credit to our city, but to the 
great State of California, of "which Sacra­ 
mento is 
the 
proud 
capital. 
People 
thronged the sidewalks and crowded the 
balconies along the line of march, and the 
patriotism inspired by the sight ot this 
immense procession, over two miles in 
length, will never be forgotten, especially 
by the American youth. The procession 
was upwards of an hour passing a given 
point. Too much credit cannot be given 
Colonel James McNasser, the Grand Mar­ 
shal, and his Chief Aid, II. M. darken, for 
the admirable manner in which the parade 
wa3 conducted. 
OROFIl OK PKOCESSION. 
Chief of Police Dillman with ten of his 
officers in full uniform headed the proces­ 
sion, the Chief in advance, the officers 
marching live abreast. Coi. McNasser and 
his Chief Aid monuted on two beautiful 
white steeds came next, followed by a cav­ 
alcade of mounted aids, wearing blue 
sashes and military hats. The aids were 
mostly young men, good horsemen and 
made a tine appearance. 
The First Division was marshaled by 
Tom Scott, with Bert Kidderand W. L. Ma­ 
honey as aids. Brigadier-General John F. 
Carey and staff, mounted, commanding 
Fourth Brigade, N. G. C. First Artillery 
Regiment, Colonel T. W. Sheehan and 
staff commanding, mounted. 
Company 
ii, Captain Cook, Company E, Captain 
Weinstock, 
Company 
G, Captain Hall, 
Company A, Captain Stevens. Company 
B battery, two cannon, and a ^Gattling 
gun. Major Carroll. Following the mili­ 
tary was an allegorical car, the work of 
George Boyne the decorator. The car was 
a model of beauty, drawn by four gaily 
caparisoned grey horses. It contained the 
“ Goddess of Liberty,” represented by Miss 
Lizzie Filand. dressed in a costume made 
of the national colors. The Goddess occu­ 
pied a raised throne under a circular golden 
canopy, edged by a blue border worked in 
silver and gold, surmounted by a jeweled 
ball. At hc-r side was the national shield, 
in her right hand she held the staff and 
liberty cap. At her feet were seated two 
youths clad in full continental uniform, 
powdered wig, knee breeches, long stock­ 
ings, buckled shoes, velvet hats, etc. Each 
was armed 
with 
bayonetted 
muskets. 
These two historic characters were repre­ 
sented by Masters Budd and Walter Hen­ 
ley. 
In front of them was an ornamented 
mound on which were two mounted can­ 
non, with a stack of cannon halls in front. 
Behind the two drivers, who were also 
dressed in 76 style, was a large palmetto 
palm 10 teet high in gold and green, the 
long leaves of which waved in the breeze. 
On the sides of the car were circular shields 
inscribed “ Liberty.” 


SECOND DIVISION. 
Marshal, Robert B arnett; aids, Captain 
J. L. Skinner, Preston L. Lykens. Sacra­ 
mento Hussars (mounted). Captain Ileil- 
bron, acting as an escort to his Excellency, 
Governor Sloueman. The Hussars turned 
out with full ranks and were one of the 
best features of the procession. Following 
the Governor, in carriages, came the State 
officers ; First Artillery drum corps : Sum­ 
ner Post, No. 3, G. A . R., C. N. Kellogg, 
Commander; Warren Tost, No. of, C. N. 
McLemore. Commander; Fair Oaks Post, 
J. N*. Larkin, Commander. 
The posts 
turned ont with full ranks. The I'nion 
veterans, who brought up the rear, made a 
creditable showing. Allegorical car. " The 
Seal Of State,” with Miss Annie Foley per­ 
sonating “ California." She held thegolden 
shield upon which was inscribed our motto, 
"Eureka.” At her side was the bear, the 
sheaf of wheat and cornucopia of flowers. 
The car was surmounted with a golden 
canopy resting upon four columns cap­ 
ped 
with glittering shell work. 
The 
border 
was 
in 
red 
and 
gold, the 
whole 
resting 
upon 
golden 
pillars, 
around which 
were artistically twined 
garlands 
of 
flowers. 
The 
Goddess 
was represented as seated at the entrance of 
the Golden Gate, and a fuU-rigged ship lay 
at anchor at her feet. The banks near by 
and mountains in the distance were worked 
in high relief. At each corner of the car 
were tall golden palm trees, which added to 
the eflect. Next followed in carriages the 
orator, poet, chaplain, secretary and presi­ 
dent of the d ay ; the Board of County Su­ 
pervisors in a four-in-hand, county offi­ 
cers, city officers.

The argonauts who came to Cali­ 
fornia ia ’49 stilj number many in the 
land, their patriotism does not flag as they 
age, but the same spirit of patriotism burns 
within their breast on every Fourth of 
July unabated, and they never fail to form 
a portion of the parade. Yesterday they 
filled seventeen hacks. On the side of 
their carriages, on a white banner, was 
painted in large black letters, “ 1S49." Two 
of their number, A. H. Powers and Dr. W. 
\\ . Light, acted as special aids. 
Allegorical ear, “ Signing of the Declara­ 
ren of Independence," July 4, 1776. This 
tio: 
ear rested on four silvered Corinthian 
columns, and at the hack was painted the 
interior of the Assembly chamber, capped 
with a gilt eagle and a shield. Four of the 
signers were represented seated at the desk 
attaching their signatures to the memora­ 
ble document, as follows: 
"Benjamin 
Franklin,” William K iley; ‘‘John H an­ 
cock,” J. P. Counts; “ John Adams,”

on the original bell as follows: 
“Proclaim 
Liberty throughout the Land unto all the 
Inhabitants thereof.”

The 
huge canopy rested upon gilt supports, and 
was draped with lace curtains and floral 
wreaths and garlands. 
The names of all 
the important battles of the revolution were 
written upon shields attached to the sides 
of the car, while in front on a prominent 
scroll appeared the words “ Education is 
our safeguard.” The car contained over 
fifty little folks singing popular airs. The 
four corners wore surmounted with large 
battle axes anjl spears of gold. 
One of the largest and most interesting 
features in the procession was the display 
made by the Sacramento butchers, under 
the Marshalsliip of M. F. O dell. They 
turned out over one hundred strong, on 
horseback, and marching by twos, formed 
quite a formidable procession themselves. 
At tlieir head was an allegorical car, if such 
it can be called, upon which was repre­ 
sented a miniature slaughter-house. There 
were four red-shirted, plug-hatted butchers, 
with murderous-looking cleavers in their 
hands, eyeing a pen in which was confined 
four innocent-looking little sliecp. The 
float was furnished with all the parapherna­ 
lia of a first class slaughter-house, the 
butchers had “ blood oil their hoots,” and 
the institution was closely watched by the 
new Health Officer, who seemed to be de­ 
termined that it should not be set down 
within the city limits. The butchers were 
in tlieir shirt sleeves and wore sashes. 
Ross <fc Ankener’s delivery wagon, Capital

gaily decorated with flags, surmounted 
with a huge Japanese umbrella, and drawn 
by a spirited team of horses.

T he m em ory ol but 
few is w rapt in the cloak of im m ortality, bu t 
such a day ns this, bom am idst strife ar.d strug­ 
gle, and set ap art to com m em orate th e grandest 
avow al of A m erican freedom , w ill live lorever, 
and as each succeeding year brings th e day, so 
w ill it bring to us those m em ories w hich it is 
ou r duty to keep fresh and green, and by our 
loyal expressions of feeling an d our m im ic dis­ 
play o f pom p a n d procession, show to th e world 
th at th e A m erican people are not unm indful of 
the noble deeds of p ast generations. Not forget­ 
ful or ungrateful or a cause w hich has given life, 
liberty and freedom , and raised them to a lu g h t 
dow n from w hich they m ay look upon the 
w orld at large, and w ith conscious pride ex ­ 
h ibit to o th er countries th e w orkings of a gov­ 
ernm ent th at lias m ade A m erica th e proudest 
an d grandest country th a t th e sun to-day shall 
shine npcn. 
To-day we are b u t one people, one fam ily, 
w ith bu t one im pulse an d w ith but one aim . 
Let us throw aside the thoughts of th e busy 
w orld, live anew* by th e contem plation of noble 
deeds and struggles in ou r behalf, and from the 
day and its m em ories so dear, tak e on an added 
degree o f loyalty and patriotism , and w hile ever 
m indful of the present, do hom age to th e past. 
Prayer was then offered by the Chaplain 
of the day, Rev. Carroll M. Davis. This’ 
was followed by singing the “Star Spangled 
Banner” by a quartet composed of Mrs. 
T. P. Ross, Mrs. Addie Carter, A. Sanborn 
and H. W. Carroll, accompanied by the 
band. The Declaration of Independence 
was next read, in good voice, by W. A. 
Potter, and was followed by an overture by 
the bar.d. 
THE ORATION. 
The President of the Day then.1 intro­ 
duced the Hon. II. E. High ton of San 
Francisco, who delivered the oration for the 
occasion, as follows: 
Mr. President and FtUou -Citizen*: It is a genu­ 
ine gratification to m e to be perm itted to ad ­ 
dress the people of Sacram ento and th e su r­ 
rounding country on th is h u n d red an d tenth 
anniversary of the adoption of th e D eclaration 
o f Independence. I have spent over a th ird of 
th a t period on th e soil of th is State, an d thirty- 
six years ago I was a resident o f th is c ity , itself 
a splendid illustration of A m erican enterprise 
an a perseverance, in th e face o f great n atu ral 
ob.-taclcs an d of severe an d discouraging m is­ 
fortunes. 
It is, therefore, w ith a certain degree 
of pride, if I m ay be allow ed to m ake one per­ 
sonal reference, th a t 1 proceed to th e perform ­ 
ance, how ever im perfectly, o f the duty w hich 
has been assigned to m e on th is occasion. 
W hat m ultiform changes h av e been w rought 
throughout th e w orld, a n d especially on this 
coast, in th irty years ! There arc. perhaps, but 
few present w ho can rem em ber the actual c ir­ 
cum stances of the adoption of th e com prom ise 
m easures o f 1850, and how the Union itself was 
rucked throughout its length an d breadth when 
C alifornia w as born and took h er place in the 
Federal system. 
Since th en the grow th o f the 
U nited States has been beyond all precedent in 
ancient or m odern history, aiul the pressure 
tow ards th e W est, w hich has been sensibly felt 
in our ow n m idst since th e construction o f the 
overland railroads, by the year 1SS0 had carried 
the center of population, and consequently of 
political power, w hich, in 1790, was tw enty- 
three m iles cast of Baltim ore, to a p oint eight 
m iles south an d west from C in cin n ati W here 
it is now would be a m atter o f iu ace urate con­ 
jectu re, but it is certainly still n earer to the 
M ississippi.

There are now nearly 
eleven m illions of fam ilies, and as far back us 
1880 there w ere 4,008,907 farm s in the various 
States and Territories. From 1820, w hich is the 
earliest available record, to and including 1885, 
w e received 12,516,196 im m igrants, most bu t not 
all of whom we w anted; and from 1855 to 1885, 
inclusive, 281,631 C hinam en, all o f w hom we 
could have spared. The gross area of th e States 
an d Territories, w ithout om itting A laska, for 
w hich w e are indebted to Mr. Sew ard, is 3,602,­ 
990 square m iles, and on th e 30th of Ju n e, lfc-O, 
th ere w ere 875,251,071 acres of public lan d still 
unsurveyed. 
In 1*79 the w heat crop covered 
35,430,052 ac e?, an d 459,179,505 bushels were 
harvested: the crop of oats gathered from 
16,144,593 acres reached 407.858,999 bushels: and 
In d ian corn m atured on 62,368,869 acres, an d the 
crop was 1,754,861,535 bushels. The crop o f hay 
alone in 1883 was of th e value of $383,834,461. 
For th e year w hich ended Ju n e SO, 1885, our 
aggregate’ im ports was of th e value o f £577,527,­ 
329, and our aggregate 'exports o f the value of 
S726.682.946. In 1880, th e value o f the m aterials 
used in m anufactures throughout tbc Union, 
w as 83,394,341,029, and the value o f the produc ts 
85,369,667,706. The m inerftl, w hich includes the 
m etallic products of th e country, in 1S84, real­ 
ized $406,104,620. To Jan u ary 1, 1886, th e total 
num ber of m iles o f railroad in the U nited Stales 
was 127,722, and the total num ber of m iles of 
telegraph wires 538.226. 
R em em ber th a t a ll th e tirares I have d ared to 
present d u rin g these festivities have filled about 
three sm all pages of m anuscript. 
I h av e said 
n othing specifically about the territory w e h a re 
acquired by cession or bv treaty, except in 
th e single case of Alaska.* I have not m en­ 
tioned th e business transacted by th e various 
d epartm ents of th e G overnm ent, em bracing the 
custom s, th e national banks, the public lands, 
an d the m ails. I have om itted all reference to 
o u r literatu re, science and a r t ; to o u r schools, 
colleges an d un iv ersities; to th e m oral an d re ­ 
ligious agencies w hich are operating throughout 
the land. 
I have avoided all direct m ention of 
entire lines of our products, such as m eat, wool, 
cotton, rice, sugar, iron, steel, coal, copper, pe­ 
troleum , silk and w ine, a n d I have been entirely 
silent about th e divers fled industries in w hich 
the capital of th e people, consisting of in telli­ 
gence, m uscle and w ealth, is invested. 
But, after all, h as not enough of dry detail 
been slated a t least to suggest th e difference be­ 
tw een 1876 an d 1886. As you recall th e history 
o f a h undred and ten years, observe such ap p ar­ 
ently insignificant facts as th a t a U tter w eigh­ 
ing h a lf an ounce can be sent for five cents, a nd 
a paper w eighing tw o ounces for one cent, from 
any p art of th e U nited States to m ost parts 
of Europe, an d th a t an ounce o f w ritten 
m atter can 
be 
forw arded 
for 
tw o cents,

for 
one cent,from any one dom estic Postoflice to any 
o th er dom estic Postoflice in th e R epublic, and 
ask yourselves w hat there facts m ean, w hat 
th e ir true significance is. an d you w ill have food 
for dee)>er a u d broader reflections th an m ost of 
us o rdinarily attem pt. 
W hen our streets are 
gay w ith banners an d flsgs, w hen hu m an ity 
puts a-dde its labors, its struggles, its cares, and 
even its m eannesses, and flows out into b rig h t­ 
ness an d h ap p tu ess: w hen beauty a n d ch iv alry 
adorn them selves an d m eet u n d er a com m on 
im pulse o f protection ; w hen th e red. w hite and 
blue w ave th e ir contrasted and yet harm onious 
hues in long lines of processions u cd decorate 
public and private b u ild in g s: w hen innocent 
childhood throw s its im pulsive spirit in to an 
historical vortex ; w hen cannons boom an d a r­ 
tillery of every sort fills th e very a ir : w h en 


flowers draw th e eye and gratify th e ta ste; 
w hen song a n d m usic lend tlieir finishing grace 
to all th ri c elem ents o f retrospective enjoym cut; 
w hen, w ith in a few brief hours these attractive 
icones arc repeated from the m om ent w hen th e 
fu n em erges from th e tu rb u len t A tlantic until 
he sails m ajestically iu lo the calm Pacific, aud 
not only attend his progress over th e A m erican 
continent, b u t are in som e m easure re-enacted 
w herever he shines throughout the civilized 
and th e uncivilized w orld; w herever an A m eri­ 
can heart beats, w herever an A m erican breast 
heaves, w herever au A m erican m in d responds 
to the d ear land w hich gave him birth and took 
him under its protection. Surely, u n d er these 
circum stances, it is. wise a n d it is right to truce 
th e cause and the reason w hich justifies the 
pride and th e pom p o f th e display. 
■ 
■ 
enum erated, an d in o th er facts w hich arc asso­ 
ciated w ith th e m ; but the cause lies far behind, 
in th at last receding epoch w hen th e fathers of 
tn is republic fram ed an d adopted th e im m ortal 
D eclaration w hich has b e eiire ad to you to-day. 
T hat D eclaration was n o t m erely sentim ental 
o r philosophical like th e celebrated thesis of 
M lrabeau. It contained nothing visionary or 
theoretical, but, w hile it expressed an d applied 
the lottiest ideas for the good o f m an k in d , it was 
a practical assertion o f h u m an rights. 
It was 
not a declaration o f rights m erely, but a decla­ 
ration o f independence, and it was followed by 
acts and by conduct w hich v in d icated and 
crystallized its principles. 
A nd yet, except in form , except in its relation 
to th e m en w ho required a n d w ho afterw ards 
sustained it. except in its connection w ith the 
great history it developed, th e D eclaration of 
Independence was no t fundam entally original. 
Beyond those conditions 
w hich are alw ays 
changing and alw ays p€ri:-bing. th ere is noth­ 
ing new u n d er th e sun. 
And th e tw o oldest 
tiucgs u nder th e sun, one o f them older th an 
th e suu itself, are th e absolute sovereignty of 
God. an d w ithin his ow n proper sphere, the 
relative sovereignty of 
m an. 
Of these two 
im m utable truths, one is recognized and the 
o th er proclaim ed in th e D eclaration, am i the 
necessity for th e proclam ation is proved by 
recapitulated an d incontestable facts. 
We find, th en , in ou r form of governm ent, 
from its earliest inception, no t n new principle, 
bu t th e first com plete recognition o f an inde­ 
structible tru th , w hich m ust be th e basis of all 
durable political institu tio n s—th e sovereignty 
o f m an, lim ited only by the laws o f th e brutes 
and by the concessions w hich he make?*, from 
tim e to tim e, for th e good o f society. 
This 
tru th , w hich was, so to speak, the life blood of 
th e D eclaration of Independence, w as inarti- 
fieially fram ed Into th e A rticles o f C onfedera­ 
tion, but was accurately form alized in the F ed ­ 
eral a n d State Constitutions. A m idst m any pro­ 
testations in practice, it has substantially con­ 
trolled our Slate am i Federal legislation, an d 
h as been wisely guarded by th e judiciary, 
and departures from it have originated all th e 
difficulties we have had to encounter, including 
ih e contest for and against the extension of 
slavery, an d th e civil w ar, through w hich the 
suprem acy of o u r constitutional Union was suc­ 
cessfully asserted. It is im possible for the in ­ 
dividual Ab u t ¿can lodv»»: 1 loo fully u p o n th ir 
proposition. P opular sufferance is all th a t e n ­ 
ables or ev er has enabled even im perial or 
m onarehial system s to exist. T he w ill o f the 
people, not th e ir caprices or fancies, is the 
vital elem ent o f ou r political institutions. Con­ 
fidence in the people is th e true foundation of 
all political advancem ent in th e 1 nited fetales, 
an d political advancenu lit, rightly com pre­ 
hended, is th e accom panim ent of all individual 
and social progress. T he clear u n derstanding 
of these facts is p a rt o f th e education of every 
A m erican citizen com petent to exercise th e 
elective franchise. 
T he task ot adequately describing o u r coun­ 
try an d the ideas it exem plifies in a single ad­ 
dress is beyond h u m an capacity, an d to lisien 
to sueli an exposition, if it w ere otheru ise prac­ 
ticable, w ould be beyond h u m an endurance, 
ih e facts, geographical a n d statistical, w hich 
illustrate ou r history aud o u r present attitu d e 
am ong m odern nations, belong to the dom ain 
of education, and ought to be reckoned am ong 
the intellectual acquisitions o f every A m erican. 
Some few of them 1 have brought to your no­ 
tice : but, tak en us a w hole, th ey 'tran scen d the 
province o f rhetoric a n d th e pow er of verbal 
eulogy. 
•• A solem n reverence stills our songs. 
A nd praise sits silent on o u r tongues.” 


A nd, as it seem s to m e, ou r natio n al an n iv er­ 
sary, w hile it should revive all th e thoughts to 
w hich 1 h av e endeavored to draw vonr atte n ­ 
tion a n d bring our hearts into unison w ith the 
heroic dead who have labored a n d suffered th at 
we m ig h t enioy, sh all not be exclusively de­ 
voted to com placent retrospection. T here is a 
patriotism w hich looks not solely to th e past, 
glorious though it m ay have been, but directs 
Us attention w isely aud clearly to the prerent 
and th e future: au l it is to th a t patriotism th at 
1 w ish to appeal in the thoughts w hich w ill 
form th e closing portion of th is discursive ad ­ 
dress. In order to com press w hat 1 have to say 
w ith in th e lim its for w hich 1 have stipulated. *! 
have to pass lrom one topic t<> an o th er w ithout 
th at perfect order a nd sm oothness w hich would 
be otherw ise desirable, bu t I im agine th a t brev­ 
ity w ill induce you to pardon these departures 
from th e rules <*f Q uintilinn. 
Now w hat it is in m y m it:d principally to im ­ 
press upon you, iu contem pla:ing th e present 
an d th e lu tu re o f o u r country, is tne vital neces­ 
sity of a rigid adherence to o u r C onstitution an d 
our latís, not only in th e ir letter, but iu the 
suirit w hich pervades them a n d in th e princi­ 
ples w hich u n d erlie them . O ur fathers w ere 
m ainly rig h t in th e ir ideas and in th e ir con­ 
duct, and the people o f th e U nited States have 
been right in every instance w here they have 
im pressed th eir m atured and deliberate decis­ 
ion upon any public qrie>tWfR It w ill be so to 
th e end, because, subject to the lim itations 1 
h av e already m entioned, m an was m ade to te 
sovereign in every dep artm en t o f hum an life, 
an d his regulated sovereignty is th e essence of 
all good governm ent, au d constitutes w hat m ay 
be term ed the Am or can idea. 
T here are u few thoughts w hich everyw here 
an d in all ages are sound an d true, an d th is is 
one of them —probably th e m os; im portant of 
all. All em anations o f so called intellect, be­ 
yond the eternal w riters, are evanescent. A the­ 
ism, infidelity, agnosticism , an d the various 
creeds of m odern invention w hich seek to h a r­ 
m onize rugged tru th an d stern d u ty w ith epicu­ 
rean pleasures, an d w hich are grounded on the 
pretension th a t nothing is vicious b u t excess, 
will pass aw ay. 
T he evolution o f m ind, w hile 
it unquestionably produces h ig h er an d higher 
in tellectual condition, is nevertheless in itself 
tem porary. It serves only as a bridge, on w hich, 
from century to cen tu ry ,h u m an ity passes chasm s 
th a t arc yaw ning beneath it. and as each chasm 
is escaped th e bridge is destroyed, for m ankind 
never goes back, but ever advances—slowly and 
painfully it is tru e—up th e m ountains o f prog­ 
ress and across the ravines a n d canyons of e r­ 
ror. 
And, w hile the scene shills an d changes, 
as higher altitudes arc reached, th e foundation 
w hich upholds th e surface is th e sam e and un­ 
changeable. 
Philosophers m ay theorize an d statesm en m ay 
invent u n til th e crack of doom , but they w ill 
never discover a principle for the regulation 
and direction o f hum an society w hich will su­ 
percede or im p air th e absolute sovereignty of 
God a n d th e relative sovereignty o f m an. as 
acknow ledged an d epitom ized by th e founders 
o f th is continental republic. 
Have you observed am i tru ly apprehended 
th e ex ten t to w hich our governm ental system, 
thus characterized. 1ms reacted upon Europe ? 
I say coolly a u d dispassionately th a t m uch, if 
not m ost, ot the political advancem ent th a t has 
been m anifested there w ithin the past century 
is due to the silent influences of our system. 
I 
have no tim e to offer statistical proofs of this 
assertion, bu t m ere suggestions are sufficient tor 
yonr instructed In telugence. Look At th e con­ 
cessions w hich A ustria bos m ade to H ungary. 
Look s t Norway an d Sw eden in th eir \ resent 
relations to each other. Look at the contrast 
w hich th e existing F rench republic presents to 
the France o f th e revolutionary period, to the 
France of the Napoleonic epochs, to the Franco 
of 
C harles 
X., an d 
of 
Louis 
Philippe. 
Look a t th e altered conditions of Spain aud 
ot Italy. Ia>ok at the C anadian Confedera ion, at 
the C entral an d South Am erican R ep u b lics 
w ith all th eir im perfections, and a t th e A u stral­ 
ian Colonies of G reat B ritain. Above all, look 
at G reat B ritain herself. H ave you fairly real­ 
ized th a t th e concession of hom e rule, of local 
independence, to Ireland, is substantially an 
application of th e A m erican plan of governm ent 
Gladstone, th e English W ashington, the greatest 
statesm an of Europe, th e greatest orator of his 
tim e, a ¡m an cast in a heroic m old, possessed of 
noble and unselfish purposes, deep and careful 
in his thought, capable of w ab ing an d even of 
en during tem porary defeat for the developm ent 
and application o f a correct idea, is almost an 
A m erican. B ut his object, how ever frustrated 
for the tim e by com binations u h ic h call them ­ 
selves conservative, w ili be ultim ately accom ­ 
plished. 
All th is is principally due to th e influence of 
A m erican practices an d m odern progress. 
We 
have participated in th e grand advancem ent c f 
the w orld and hav e m ade, special advancem ent 
o f c u r ow n, due to c u r political institutions, as 
we have adhered to them , to o u r resources to 
o u r opportunities, to our freedom from th e ob­ 
stacles w hich obstruct older com m unities.

We m ust elevate th e stan d ard of 
citizenship by all th e m eans w hich education 
a u d o u r i»o!iticai system supply. 
The lesson we need to draw from th e tru th s 
w hich underlie our politics, an d for th e diversi­ 
fied an d thronging facts o f the lim ci is th e 
necessity of m aintaining, u n d er alt the- d iv i­ 
sions oi parties an d iu ull social conditions, a 
sound an d wholesom e A m ericanism . 
If pos­ 
sible, w e m ust train ourselves te tte r in th e daily 
application o f th e principles we profess, an d be 
better prepared no t only to utilize them in our 
ow n conduct, bu t to detect and successfully 
resist every tendency th a t hinders th e ir fai; au d 
com plete developm ent. 
I know o f nothing in A m erican society w hich 
requires to be so thoroughly strangled out of 
existence as the dem agogue. A dem agogue is a 
w retched caricature o f freedom , w ho Das been 
indefinitely m ultiplied in ou r m idst. 
H e is a 
b latan t lia r by instinct, au d he has no principle 
bu l his tem porary self-interest. T here are too 
m any dem agogues in c u r cities, ou r tow ns and 
our villages. They crow d them selves into prom i­ 
nence upon every public question, and eith er 
treacherously stifle it to benefit some selfish 
com bination, o r adopt extrem e and im nrac;ical 
view s w hich react against th e public good. 
The deraiifcogue. in all his forms, m ust be sup­ 
pressed. But th a t is not all w e have to accom ­ 
plish. Wc m ust keep o u r C aucasian blood pure.

d erstand. is not, an d no process of n atu ralizatio n 
ra n m ake him au A m erican.

pany of switchmen, lately in the service 
of the railway company, are stid asserting their 
ownership of that railway, by exercising con­ 
trol over Us operation, tin the other hand, 
oll.cers ol tli" company still claim that they 
represent ami have authority to act for theown- 
ers. If the former are the owners it is right, 
proper and lawful that the persons who have 
heretofore had the conduct of its administra­ 
tion shall immediately retire and turn over the 
property and its management to the proprietary 
switchmen.

OIL ON THE WATERS. 


‘ C citing oil on the troubled waters ” is 
no more a fancy; i; ¡- tomething more 
than a bit of proverbial verbiage; it is 
realized fact of commercial importance. 
The H ydrographic < Iffice has been collect­ 
ing the facts of experim ent, and ¡¡as con- i 
eluded that the use of oil will still sea 
waves sufficiently to prevent vessels being 
rendered 
unmanageable. 
Shipm asters 
tv-tify in large number* th at scattering 
oil about hips in storm s lias saved lives 
and prevented wrecks. So clear are they as 
to the worth of the expedient that many 
carry quantities of oil for this express 
purpose, and perforated rubber and canvass 
bags ar-- now advertised for trailing along­ 
side ships as a good method of evenly and 
slowly 
distributing 
the oil. 
In 
the 
year 188 i there were proven at the H ydro­ 
graphic Office seventy-five cases where oil 
distribution calmed waves, and th u s saved 
ships. 
Not m uch oil, it appears, is re­ 
quired for the purpose of reducing a 
troubled sea. 
In the case of the steamer 
M elville one gallon of oil in two bags hung 
over the hows sufficed for an hour. 
In the 
case of the M yrtle Holm e two hags sus­ 
pended from each main yard-arm held but 
half a gallon of lam p oil, but so settled 
the sea that waves no longer came alsiard. 
though a short distance away the sea was 
fairly boiling in its violence and th e waters 
running “ m ountain high.” 
T he steam­ 
ship 
W entmore 
was 
saved 
by 
two 
bags of oil, and the N orth Anglia was 
rescued in like manner after a portion of 
h e r m ain wheel gear had been washed 
away and several of her men had been 
swept overboard. 
The steamship Napier, 
in th e m idst of a terrible hurricane, was 
saved from being swamped by great waves, 
by the use of four gallons of oil in two 
bags. 
The captain says th e ocean about 
him at once became calm, though “ astern 
he saw the great seas approach the vessel 
to w ithin sixty or seventy feet, when, 
m eeting the oil, they would subside, and 
o n lv a heavy swell would be felt by the 
ship. 
H o ran this way for three days and 
th ree night-', and not a dropof w ater came 
on board.” 
T he D urham City was saved 
by th e use of a paint-can full of w ater­ 
proof o il; 
th e A lgeria was saved in 
a 
fearful 
gale 
by 
a 
stocking 
full 
of

FOREST “ SECOND GROWTH.” 


Mr. Towle, lum ber dealer of the Sierras, 
inform- the .Auburn Republican th at his ob­ 
servation 
is th at there is 
no 
danger 
of denuding the 
m ountains of 
forest 
growth. 
lie sa y s: 
Along the Sierras where pines have licen cut 
it requires only about five years for a new 
growth to attain a size great enough to shade 
the ground as completely as the old timber. On 
the immense tracts from which the timber lias 
been taken by his firm it has not been noticed 
that springs have dried up or that there is less 
water, in most cases the second growth is 
denser thsu the lir.-t aud furnishes more protec­ 
tion to the ground than the trees that were 
felled, 
in lumbering, nol ail the trees are 
taken and the land cleared as for farming, bin 
"lily the largest and best are rut, leaving plenty 
to protect tiie springs and soil. 
To this the Grass \ alley Tidings replies 
th at M r. Towle’s view is naturally th at of 
the lumber m anufacturer, but th at still it 
is true. 
The second growth comes tip “ as thick as the 
hairs on a dogs back,' and covers ilie.ground 
with pine leaves or needles. The vouug [lines 
crowd each other ard the weaker of them die ; 
the fitteit surviving. That is the way Nature- 
prunes a forest. When the sheephctder comes 
along and sees the thick young pines covering 
the grouud and letting no grass grow for the 
sheep, Mr. Herder sets tire lo the young [lines 
that are dead aud to the dead leaves on the 
ground, and that iire kills the live second 
growth , and the next spring Mr. Herder lias the 
grass for his sheep, in ¡¡reserving the young 
growth is where the State Forestry Commission 
wants to get in its work. 
W e ilo not believe Mr. Towle would 
m isrepresent the facts. 
H e is reliable and 
bigh-tpinded. 
H is statem ent, however, 
in no wise explains away the necessity 
for forestry interests lieing pushed. 
T he 
Tidings is rigiit in saying th a t the second 
growth will “ go” sooner than the first, un­ 
less the State guards it. 
W e have before 
published statem ents th at there is as much 
to fear from the sheep-herder and the 
stock men in m ountain ranges as from 
those who illicitly fell tim ber. 
T he next 
Legislature should take hold of this whole 
subject vigorously, and w ith a determ ina­ 
tion to protect the hillside grow th from 
wanton destruction. 
_ 


T h e San Francisco 
Bulletin suggests 
th at the planting of shade trees through­ 
out the valley and especially along the 
lines of im proved lands would greatly 
break the force of the north wind which 
occasionally blows in t a!¡fornib with such 
decree of force as is in some measure to 
thrash out crops and to prostrate well 
grown wheat. 
The testim ony of Professor 
Davidson is cited in favor of the [dan and 
his reference to the trial of such an ex- 
[lerimeut with ,-uccess in Formosa is also 
given. 
T he idea is a good one. but not 
new. 
It has long been one of the argu­ 
ments in favor 
of forestry. 
W e 
be­ 
lieve there are instances in California 
where lines of stout shade trees have been 
found to successfully protect productive 
lands from winds that would otherw ise 
prostrate growing crops. 


T h e A tla n ta (G z.) Constitution is Demo­ 
cratic. 
It is fearfully agitated because 
negroes are to be perm itted to vote at 
Demoeratic prim aries this summer. 
The 
Constitution has nothing to offer for its 
opposition, except the fact th at these per­ 
sons are negroes.

Chicago, July 4th.—At 4 o’clock this 
m orning a fire occurred in the five-story 
store building. Nos. 152 and 154, South 
Clark street, occupied on the first floor as a 
restaurant, and on the four upper floors as 
a cheap lodging-house, know n as tiie Ben­ 
ton Hotel. The two upper floors have been 
occupied as a store-room, and had only re­ 
cently been fitted up with pine banks."

London. Ju ly 5th.—Up to 10 o’clock to­ 
night the total of m em bers elected were: 
156 Conservatives, 30 Unionists, 59 Glad- 
stonians and Parnellites. The Conserva­ 
tives have gained 17 seats, the U nionists 
one seat, and the Gladstonians nine seats. 
The Tories unexpectedly won in South 
Lincolnshire, w here the G ladstonian can­ 
didate, owing to a sudden illness, failed to 
qualify. D uring a fracas at a polling sta­ 
tion in the 11 Stephen Green division of 
Dublin, Messrs Dudgeon, Jam es and Sulli­ 
van, solicitors and agents of the Conserva­ 
tive candidate, were ejected by the Sheriff's 
orders.

Slight Fires. 
Yesterday forenoon a Chinam an notified 
F ran k Boyle th at the roof of the freight 
depot, directly above the office, at th e foot 
of J street, was on fire. 
Boyle and another 
m an hastened to the roof, and tore up the 
burning shingles, Boyle 
blistering 
his 
fingers in doing so, and the trouble was 
over. A short tim e before one of Uncle John 
Douglas' hot-air balloons passed over the 
building, and wliilc it was doing so the 
cord by which a dum m y m an was attached 
to the ballon’] burned through and allowed 
the m an to fall, going into tiie river. It is 
presum ed that some of the burning m ate­ 
rial settled upon the roof. 
Y esterday afternoon while the regatta 
was in progress, a crowd of m en and boys 
eoüecíed on the barge Yolo, moored near 
the foot of J street, and some of them oc­ 
cupied their idle tim e discharging bombs 
and firecrackers. The result was that the 
barge caught fire twice. The first tim e the 
blaze was easily extinguished, but on the 
second oecasion'it was more stubborn, and. 
though it was believed to have been put 
ont w ith buckets of water, yard locomotive 
No. 7 backed down w ith a couple of water 
cars and gave the deck a thorough drench­ 
ing. 
A fire occurred about 3 r. m. in a shed in 
the rear of H. M arks' clothing store, on the 
south side of K street, between F ourth and 
F ifth, but it was extinguished by the M e­ 
chanics’ store fire brigade, w ithout the 
regular departm ent 
being called upon. 
Damage, about $100. T hat was the most 
serious tire of the day. There were several 
instances of porches, etc., being set on fire 
by crackers and bombs, but the fact was 
alw ays discovered in good season. 


T h e C oast W e a th e r for J u n e . 
Lieutenant AY. A. Giassford iias issued 
the following special bulletin from the Sig­ 
nal Service office, Division of the Pacific, 
under date of Ju ly 1st: 
Tem perature—1The tem perature has been 
norm al on the coast line and inland, in­ 
cluding the Lower Sacram ento and San 
Joaquin valleys. 
It has been but slightly 
above the average in m ost of the interior 
localities. 
R ainfall—In the creater portion of Cali­ 
fornia no rain has fallen during the m onth, 
and oniy a few sprinkles are reported in 
th e m ountain districts of the State. 
In the 
N orth r.icific the deficiency is strongly 
m arked from the Columbia river south, 
bu t in the vicinity of Puget Sound and the 
Fuca straits, a slight excess of the average 
is reported. 
Seasonal R ainfall—The am ounts since 
Ju ly 1, 1S85, and reported at the end of 
M ay, are not increased in California or 
Southern Oregon, but in the AYillamette 
valley and near Puget Sound nearly an 
inch lias fallen during Ju n e; on the IVash- 
ington T erritory coast about three inches. 
N orther—A severe 
north w ind com­ 
m enced in the Sacram ento valley on the 
10th, and lasted during the 11th and 
12th. It was very severe, but cam e too 
late in the season to do m uch damage. 
General AYeathcr Characteristics—The 
barom eter has been very norm al, w ith the 
high pressure area on the N orth Pacific 
coast; the low in the interior, and espe­ 
cially eastern California. 
A severe local 
storm m oving northeastw ardly, resembling 
a tornado, occurred the 1st in the San Joa­ 
quin valley. The frequency of fog on the 
coast has been less than usual.

The regatta proved a most complete aud 
noteworthy success, in fact, beyond all an­ 
ticipation. acqualic enthusiasm being on 
the very rapid increase and bidding fair to 
establish permanent, substantial and inter­ 
esting results at no distant time. 
A few years since, when the Undine Boat 
Club was active and the Riversides and 
Capitols were contemporary, our visitors 
were entertained on gala days by local con­ 
tests, as well as by races participated in by 
crews from abroad. The four-oared shell, 
single scull, lap-streak, and barge measured 
lengths in wave slashing until by a grad­ 
ual and circumstantial waning of attention 
found boating here, a year ago, at a very 
low ebli. At that time the general Fourth 
of July Committee authorized a regatta on 
an economical basis in which trim skiffs, 
( Whitehalls and tubs entered, producing im­ 
mense amusement at very nominal cost. 
! The experiment, however was sufficiently 
i gratifying to cause this year's general coru- 
I niittee to appropriate for thesame purpose, 
f which appropriation has been considerately 
I disbursed by the regatta committee, and 
| largely revived the admiration for this 
: sport. 
As evidence of the success it may be said 
that nearly a hundred oarsmen and boat- 
I men came from abroad to witness this fea- 
j ture, and iocal boating men have zealously 
encouraged entries into the regatta pro­ 
gramme of yesterday, though from various 
causes some of the latter did cot participate 
who had entered. 
The day was ideal for action on the 
river, a cool, 5-knot southeast breeze pre­ 
vailing. assuring success to ttic sailing race 
and supplying comfort to both boatmen 
and spectators. The races advertised for -1 
o'clock were started at 4:20 r. m., a slight 
delay being unavoidable, opening with the 
skiff race. 
The entries in the skiff race for purses of 
$.15, $10 and $5 were as follows: Nemo— 
John Burns and Chas. Burns, boatmen; 
Picket—G. Mathena and Capt. Picket; Alta 
—E. Carberry and J.Wilson; C.P.—J. Denny 
and Eli Foum ess; El Barecklow—P. Denny 
and Hugh D enny; Katie—Ed. Mandeville 
and A. A. Dassonvilie. The Nemo, Picket 
and Alta were the prize-winners in the or­ 
der named.

Next came the professional barge race, 
which was the main event of the day, and 
which would have been more closely con­ 
tested had not the South End crew, of San 
Francisco, been out of practice. The barges 
(racers) were each 3G feet long, weighing 
from 300 to 400 pounds, and presented a 
tine appearance. Eaeli crew was urged aud 
encouraged by its members and friends on 
shore, and though some delay was made in 
starting, the race was finished most satis­ 
factorily.

Garfield, by tiie South End Rowing Club, 
of San Francisco. The former won the first 
purse, $L0O; the latter the second purse, 
$50. Time. -- minutes and 52 seconds.

in the amateur barge race the Jim Budd 
and Gen. J. A. Garfield contested for a sil­ 
ver water pitcher and goblets. Jim Budd 
being victorious. Time, 14 minutes and 39 
seconds. 
The tub race then followed, there being 
seven entries, which produced great fun 
and brought fortli volleys of cheers from 
the wharves and banks, which, on the Sac­ 
ramento side, were swarmed with people, 
there being probably five thousand wit­ 
nesses of the scene. In consequence ot 
the race having been contested no result 
can now be given.

T H E EVENING PROCESSION. 


The Mardi Gras, which was announced 
to move promptly at 8 o’clock, did not get 
started until 9 o'clock, when it moved from 
the old Pavilion at sixth and M streets, 
over the following route : Up Sixth to K> 
to Tenth, to J, to Second, to K, to Seventh, 
to M, to the Pavilion, the place of starting.

The case was argued 
before Judge Hammond while holding 
Court to: judge Sage, in Ohio, and Í3 said 
to go further than any previous decision in 
the protection of an author’s property in 
books. The Bill I’ublishing Company dis­ 
poses of Blaine’s book only by subscrip­ 
tion, and bas 'done everything possible to 
kecP ‘t «way from the general trade, but 
us an agent to whom they sent copies for 
delivery sold books to the dealers and pock­ 
eted the money, some copies of this pur­ 
chase fell into the hands of an Ohio mer­ 
chant without notice of fraud, and Judge 
Hammond 
restrains 
him fro.ri selling 
them, holding it a “ piracy ” on the copy­ 
right to sell, without the author's con­ 
sent, 
surreptitiously 
obtained 
copies 
of the 
genuine 
print, as 
much 
as 
it is to sell unlawfully-printed copies. 
The opinion 
holds 
that 
it 
is 
the 
duty ot the proposed dealer, when he 
knows the book is sold only by subscrip­ 
tion, to make inquiry as to the authority 
of any one offering to sell it in any other 
mode, and his failure to make inquiry is 
equivalent to a notice of any fraud. The 
Act of Congress is held to have conferred 
on the author a monopoly of sale, which is 
itself a property incident, and that one is 
entitled to be protected in the exclusive use 
of that which is exclusively his. 
The fol­ 
lowing quotation from the opinion will ex­ 
plain its scope of argum ent: 
“ I do not 
exalt literary property above other kinds, 
nor hedge it about with asupernaturalness 
of right and remedy, but place it in the 
category of all sorts, only finding that, be­ 
cause of delicate and peculiar character­ 
istics, it is especially liable to piratical 
depredation, like that attempted in this 
case, whereby the owner loSes his fair 
profits; and Congress has provided a convoy 
for it—a fleet ol rights and remedies par­ 
ticularly adapted for defense against pirates, 
whether they sail under the flag of a 
marauding printer, or the ordinary flags of 
commerce displayed for the purpose of 
spoliation.”
